Developed at Street Railway 
Hearing. 

Arguments by Counsel to be Given 
Next Friday. 


The adjourned hearing before the 
Raiload Commission on the question 
of service and of abolition of free 
transfers was held on Wednesday 
morning, and the room was filled 
with people from Newton, Needham 
and Waltham. 

Among those noted were Messrs. 

A. D. Clallin, W, H. Coolidgc, W. 

F. Hammatt and J. L. Richards of 
the street railway company, City 
Solicitor Slocum. Aldermen Dennison. 
Webster, Baker, Carter, Cabot and 
Bishop, G. S. Smith, C. M. God- 
dard, Henry Daily, Rev. D. A. 
Morehouse, W. K. Harbach. A. 11. 
Roffe, Thos. White, J. Weston Allen, 
A. S. Hutchinson, G. B. King, A. 
II. Elder, H. ’V. Colby, F. A. O'Con- 
nor, Frank Fanning. T. J. Sullivan, 
H. C. Fisher, J. W. Fisher, G. T. 
Van Norman, W. II. Gould, H. H. 
Read, J. G. Tompson, E. U. Childs, 
Jr., J. C. Ivy, Winthrop Coffin, All- 
stem Burr ana L. E- Moore. 

Chairman Jackson read a statement 
from the expert accountant of the 
Commission to the effect that the 
sworn statements of the fficers were 
correct and that he found a deficit 
tor the past three years of 5135,286.53. 

xV. S. Hutchinson for the Newton 
Highlands Improvement Society asked 
many questions of President Clatlin 
relative to the difference between the 
various expenditures of the company 
for the past few years. Mr. Clatlin 
said that in 1901 salaries were in- 
creased because the critical condition 
of the company demanded considera- 
ble time. At present the officers re- 
ceive no salary. Office expenses had 
been increased because of increase in 
number of free transfers. The -in- 
crease in cost of repairs of road bed, 
care of electrical lines, electrical 
equipment etc. was because the line 
had been neglected for many years 
and the new management had to re- 
build the road. The question of the 
lease of the Newtonville and Water- 
town line was touched on, and the 
papers were to be submitted to the 
board. In the matter of electric pow- 
er, the company made money at first 
by selling power to o, her lines. Large 
expenses in rebuilding its power sta- 
tion, on which no repairs had been 
made for 8 years, had caused this 
item to largely increase. By mutual 
agreement, the recent extra cost of ' 
coal was partially borne by ether 
roads. 

A casual statement by Mr. Hutch- , 
inson that the damage account might 
be caused by “careless management” 
was resented by Mr. Clatlin and Mr. 
Hutchiiisoii admitted that it was only 
a jocose remark. 

In answer to questions by Mr. J. 
Weston Allen, Mr. Clatlin stated that 
there were 8 stockholders in the com- 
pany. The Boston Suburban Com- 
pany has hundreds of stockholders, 
all of whom have an interest in the 
N. *Sr B. Co. through trustees. 

In answer to questions by Mr. Jesse 
C. Ivy, Mr. Clatlin said lie was ad- 
vised that it was not necessary to 
obtain the approval of the commis- 
sion on the abolition of free transfers. 
He said there was no contract with 
| the city regarding free transfers. He 
| believed the roads would earn a rea. 
t sonable dividend on a five cent fare 
I although none of the roads would pay 
! if proper charges were made for de- 
i preciation, etc. 

The Newton ,v Boston had a friend- 
ly relation with the associated roads. 

Mr. Ivy endeavored to show that the 
Company was but the figurehead for 
the larger interests of the consolidated 
roads, hut Chairman Jackson said the 
I commission was obliged to deal only 
with the material facts of the coin- 
I pany. The com mission was having 
an expert appraisal made of the prop- 
erty and already had the operating 
expenses, capitalization and receipts 
submitted. Mr. Jackson said they 
could not give weight to tales regard- 
ing sale of stocks and thought with 
the actual facts before them the board 
could reach a sound conclusion re- 
garding the financial condition of the 
I Company. Mr. Jvv said that the deal- 
| lugs between the companies showed 
I what they thought of the value of 
' the propretv, but Mr. Jackson said 
; the board must stick to the rule of 
! valuation as determined by investi- 
gation. He assumed that the differ- 
ent relationships of the companies 
would be given some consideration. 

In the afternoon a long discussion 
followed the request of Mr. Allen 
that the Copmaiiv show its ledger 
summary of its dealings with the 
associated companies. Mr. Clatliu 


claimed that this would be valueless 
unless given in detail, which would 
involve from one to three weeks cler 
ical labor. Mr. Coolidgc said he di 
not want any delay, as the Company 
must have either a prompt and favor- 
able reply from the commission or go 
into the hands of a receiver. 

Mr. x\llen said he was authorized 
by the Society to insist upon a return 
to 20 minute service and to oppose the 
abolition of free transfers. 

City Solicitor Stearns of Waltham 
said the sentiment of his city was op- 
posed to the curtailment of free trans- 
fers. 

Mr. G. B. King said the present 
inconvenience of running time should 
be immediately remedied, and inti- 
mated that the public were being used 
as a lever to force the matter of trans- 
fers. 

Mr. Benjamin IJickennan tried to 
bring in an old complaint regarding 
the illegal use of his land by the 
company but was ruled out by the 
chairman. 

Mr. John Drennan of Adams street 
Newton protested on behalf of the 
workingmen against the abolition of 
free transfers. 

Mr. Joseph Temperlev said the 
working people were the best patrons 
of the line and he had frequently seen 
the cars crowded with passengers. He 
believed they would rather have poor 
service however than give up the 
transf ?rs. 

Mr. \V. B. Draper wanted better 
service and less noise, and thought 
the previous service had been satis- 
factory. He also complained of the 
poor cars which were run. 

Arguments of counsel will be made

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BENEATH THE 
GILDED DOME. 


The Committee on Cities devoted 
considerable time last week to the 
various bills before the legislature 
proposing to regulate the manner in 
which theatres should be constructed 
and panics should be avoided. The 
hearings were held in one of the worst 
committee rooms in the State House, 
only exceeded in its unsanitary condi- 
tion by the room occupied by the 
Committee on Public Health. The 
door of the room swings in ward, there 
are no fire escapes, no practical ven- 
tilation and three fourths of the room 
is planned to be occupied by the 
committee of fifteen while the re- 
maining one-fourth is devoted to the 
comfort and convenience of those who 
attend the hearings, numbering all 
the way from 40 to 100 people. It is 
useless to say that by these arrange- 
ments, the coin in ittec is accommoda- 
ted and the public is not, and when 
the room is filled, as it usually is, and 
the committee get their cigars well 
going, the manner in which a public 
hearing should not be held is most 
admirably illustrated. The discussion 
upon the manner in which theatres 
should be built and performances con- 
ducted, was very voluminous and 
might have been interrupted long 
enough to enlarge a trifle upon the 
question as to how committee rooms 
at the State House should be con- 
structed. From about July 1 to Jan- 
ury 1 these rooms meet the require- 
ments but during much of the session 
most of them are exceedingly poor 
examples of modern construction and 
none of them recall the delightful 
sensations following a meditation of 
the scripture where it says “In my 
father's house are many mansions.” 
Any theatre proprietor present, and 
there were many, might have very 
properly said to the Committee: 
“First cast out the mote in thine own 
eye and then can’at thou see to cast 
out the beam in thy brother’s eye. 

In connection with the theatre ques- 
tion the comments of a prominent 
gentleman who is owner of one of the 
largest theatres in Boston contains 
about as sound reasoning as has come 
to the surface in all that has been said 
since the holocaust in Chicago, He 
says: “I think the mayor and build- 
ing commissioner will take care of 
this matter better than it has ever 
been done before. I would make it an 
offence for an ollicial to solicit a pass 
for himself, or anyone else, from any 
manager, and likewise an offense for 
any manager to offer a pass to any 
official. The pass system has been 
wholly unworthy the dignity of official 
positions and is really disgusting and 
injurious. What we want is not so 
much law as the enforcement there- 
of, and this should be rigid. The 
exercise of the simplest kind of or- 
dinary care would have averted the 
Chicago disaster. I would like in 
some way to ask the Legislature to 
encourage these managers who try to 
build, equip, and run their houses 
properly, by providing in addiioii to 
the regulation for houses already con- 
structed that it be an offense of a de- 
cided character for the licensing 
power to grant a license to any houses 
hereafter constructed v* hich shall not 
in all respects fully comply with t lie 
provisions for construction, equip- 
ment, and management. What en- 
couragement is it to construct and 
equip and run properly if new houses 
can be built and licensed with little 
or no attempt having been made to 
do so on their part? This has been 
done in the past.” 

The hearing held by the State House 
Committee Monday morning upon the 
bill for the correcting of errors in the 
description on the bronze tablet on 
the Hooker Statue on the State House 
grounds was the first legislative inci- 
dent of note for the present week. As 
one entered the large committee room 
number 240 be could not but be im- 
pressed with the sight. The gather- 
ing was composed of white-headed 
men, some of them with but one arm, 
some with a leg missing, others with 
scars oil their faces, but none without 
the lire of the veteran’s eye and the 
vigor of a veteran’s voice. The stur- 
diness of the Civil War veterans is re- 
markable. It must be something 
about their recollection of those early 
years in the sixties that renews the 
spirits of the boys of ’bl and marks 
their generation as one of the most 
remarkable in American history. 
There ivas nothing indicating inval- 
idism about the veterans who assem- 
bled Monday morning to do honor to 
the memory of Hooker. JO very speak- 
er, from Major Smith to Colonel 
Hazel tine seemed full of the fire ami 
eutliusism of forty years ago. Ke- 
gardiug the recasting of the tablet 
to correct any errors, perhaps the best 
way out of it would be for the legisla- 
ture to authorize the Governor and 
Council to remove the tablet and allow 
the statue to stand in all its silent, • 
significant glory. The word ■‘Hook- 
er” Is on the face of tile structure aiul 
that is enough. History will take 
care of the rest. If future genera- 
tions should find that the fame of 
Joseph Hooker was waning, a tablet 
can be preyared any time to call at- 


tention to “Fighting Joe,” but for a 
few hundred years at least the statue 
will tell the story. Who would think 
today of putting a descriptive tablet 
oil the statue of Washington, Napo- 
leon, Nelson, Grant or Dewey. The 
same light that makes those names 
luminous will keep the shadows from 
gathering about the name of Hooker. 
The much discussed tablet no more 
necessary than any succeeding one 
would be. 

The manner in which a Republican 
Legislature stood by Governor Bates 
last week in the license fee matter Is 
n proper subject of comment and re- 
flection. Governor Bates very prop- 
erly asked that in common fairness 
with this present administration the 
fact be made plain that (1) The pres- 
ent expense is not new but has merely 
been shifted on to the state by the 
cities and towns which have always 
paid it heretofore. (2) The act which 
puts this burden unto the State was 
passed in 1000 and although it has 
just taken effect has never been crit- 
icised or opposed in the interim. 

The discussion upon the matter was 
very full and occupied two days in the 
House. It was participated in by the 
leaders and at the close only twenty- 
three republicans stood by the Gov- 
ernor while every democratic vote was 
cast against him. The comment was 
freely made afterwards that if Gov- 
ernor Crane Had made exactly the 
same proposal during his administra- 
tion it would have become a law. 

Representative Walker of Brookline 
hit the nail somewhere near the head 
when he said that it might be well 
for the State to look round and sec if 
the expenses could not be decreased 
rather than to look for more money. 
He hit the iron again when he said 
that tile Committee on Ways and' 
Means had cut down the estimates 
$125,000 without destroying the efii- 
cy of the administration. 

The Liquor Committee gave leave 
to withdraw on the petition tor leg- 
islation to prevent minors from loit- 
ering around places where intoxica- 
ting liquor is sold. It would have ; 
been more in conformity with sober 
public opinion to have given the | 
minors leave to withdraw, but per- 
haps that is not the sort of public I 
opinion that the Committee is asking. | 
The “leave to withdraw” prerogative I 
seems to have taken possession of the | 
committee to a very considerable ex- | 
tent. Perhaps the same privilege' 
will be extended to some members of 
the Committee next Fall. 

Senator Nye has introduced a re- 
solve appropriating $3,000 to defray 
the expense of a rille team to partici- 
pate in the competition for the Nat- 
ional, and other trophies. The Sena- 
tor had better send the team to the 
far East where it can likely do all the 
practicing it needs in the near future. 

It was quite suggestive the other 
day that the only democrats in the 
House who voted to postpone, until the 
day following, the debate on the 
Liquor Fee Bill was “Honest John” 
(Juicii of Boston and “Honest 
Charles” Giddings of Great Barring- 
ton. 

The claim of Representative Hayes 
that nobody was more loyal to Gover- 
nor Bates than he was, certainly was a 
challenge of the devotion of twenty- 
three members who stood by the Gov- 
ernor in the License Fee debate. 

The Agricultural Committee is about 
to declare the Gypsy Moth a public 
nuisance. The public declared that 
sometime ago and a good many have 
made the same declaration regard- 
ing the numerous gypsy moth bills 
which have come to the State House 
for, lo, these many years.

combined. Newton should insist 
that its rights are not passed over at 
the present as otherwise it would he 
a very long time before so favorable 
an opportunity again arises. 


The street railway situation in this 
city which was set forth befort the 
Kailroad Commission last Wednesday 
i.* otie which demands thoughtful con- 
sideration from every citizen. No one 
has the right to expect that business 
men will continue an investment 
which is bringing them u constant 
loss and from which the public re- 
ceive all the advantages. On the 
other hand the public lias the right to 
demand that it shall be suitably 
served by all public service corpora- 
tions. The present point is unique, 
as all the law and rulings heretofore 
made bear on th point that the cor- 
poration shall not make an undue 
profit from its monopolv, and the fact 
that such a corporation might do its 
work at a loss has not been content- | 
plated. j 

It is fair to assume that the figures 
which have been furnished the public 
as to the financial condition of the 
Newton & Boston Co. are correct. 
They are given under oath of the 
officers of the Company, who are hon- 
orable business men, and the Com- 
pany’s books have also been examined 
by the railroad commission. These 
figures show that there is an actual 
loss of nearly a cent a head on every 
person carried on a transfer check, 
and that the transfer business of the 
line is over 50 per ce*it of its total. It 
will a^so be noted that the larger the 
business under these conditions, the 
greater the resulting deficit, so that 
the Company has no incentive to en- 
lage its facilities. Such conditions 
require radical treatment and either 
the free transfer privilege must be 
modified, or the service given the pub- 
lic must be lessened. 

We do not believe the city will lis- 
ten to any proposition to render less 
service than has been given for some 
years past. Indeed it is often hinted 
that a 15 minute schedule should be 
maintained instead of 20 minutes, as 
has been the case. The present 30 
minute schedule, regardless of the un- 
favorable weather conditions, may be 
classified as altogether out of the 
question. 

The matte r therefore sifts down to 
the proposition that if the public de- 
mand a satisfactory service they 
should pay for it, and we do not an- 
ticipate any great objection to such a 
plan from thinking people. 

The Company’s plan will still allow 
transfer privileges from Newton to 
all the south side villages, and that 
part of the city will simply pay two 
fares for a ride to West Newton, Au- 
burudale, Lower Falls or Waltham. It 
ha»b een suggested that there is no 
valid reason why the transfer privi- 
leges should not also be retained on 
the iine running between Nonantum 
Square and Bower Falls and the New- 
ton ct Boston cars This would prac- 
tically allow a five cent ride to any 
point in the city and would only bar 
the south side from a five cent fare to 
Waltham. This suggestion seems to 
be worthy of consideration as it pro- I 
tects the city in its previous agree- | 
incuts regarding free transfers, and j 
would relieve the Company from the I 
burden of transfers to Waltham. 

Whatever relief, if relief is grant- 
ed, is allowed by the railroad com- 
mission it would seem only just to 
the public that it be limited to a 
definite period say three years, in order 
that the future may not be unduly 
burdened. 

The attempts of the Kailroad Com- 
pany' to postpone the important work 
of abolishing the grade crossings on 
the south side of this city on the 
ground that the Fast Boston matter 
is more important, and that they are 
unable to do both at the same time, 
should be sturdily resisted by the city 
authorities. Newton has no quarrel 
with Fast Boston and does not at- 
tempt to stand in the way of public 
improvements in other places, but the 
necessity for the work in this city is so 
apparent the details have been agreed 
upon, and t litre is no valid reason 
why both projects should not goon to- 
gether. The railroad company found 
no difficulty in carrying on the work 
of abolishing the grades on the main 
line in Newton at a cost of over two 
millions and it is strange that they 
now balk at a total expenditure of 
considerable leas than that sum for 
the Fast Boston and Newton plans 


Wc must again protest against the 
undue and sensational publicity which 
has been given by the Boston dailies 
to the police a flairs of this city.

tmrnnjmla, orangeade and a prepara- 
tion of dini’olnte thick ns gruel. A dish 
for invalids Is sopn do pan. A raw egg 
Is broken upon a slice of toast, and a 
beef lirolh is poured over It. A break- 
fast often eonslsis of several courses— 
for I ust a nre. fruit , poached eggs, wllli 
stewed Imitators and rice; fish, chops 
fried In eggs and herbs and a tortilla 
eon seso. brain omelet, sweet potatoes 
or other vegetable and coffee. Saf- 
fron is ti favorite llavorhig for soup. 
Chicken or game pies contain a variety 
of vegeta Ides, hard boiled eggs and 
oilier Ingredients. A common dish 
among the poor is a stew called sin 
coclio. Another standby Is rice and red 
beans. Hire rooked in lard, with a lit- 
tle tassmln (dried beefi for a relish. Is a 
tidbit among the lower classes. The 
tlesli of the iguana, a species of land 
lizard. Is regarded as a delicacy and Is 
said to resemble chicken. The natives 
slit the shies of living female Iguanas 
atul take from them strings of eggs as 
large as plums. They hang these eggs 
hi the sun and dry l hem for future 
consumption.

Astronomers ob- 
serve bright stars in daytime by using 
long focus telescopes, I lie dark tulles 
of which cut off the side light, and per- 
tains hi the bottom of deep wells have 
noticed stars passing overhead, the side 
light being reduced by the great depths 
of tin* wells.— T. J. .1.

And. bending over the shaggy 
and frowzy head of the Bowery tyrant, 
he gave a suggesllve motion ns of scis- 
sors to Ids thumb and forefinger with 
a professional politeness that instantly 
brought down the house, friend and 
foe, while By odors quitted the clmlr In 
wrath nnd the meeting dissolved Itself 
nnihl general laughter.

THE ISLE OF NOBLES. 

A I'nnHHi* Historic Shi*, the I roil I e 
or Mason |.lf>rrt). 

The Isle of Alhchiey, or the ‘*i<dr of 
nobles," as the linin' signifies, is one 
of the mosl rmnmis of historie sites. 
A thousand years ago it was n low Islet 
covered with wlflnws mill alders and 
surrounded by fens nnd overflowing 
marshes, altogether itiacccssi hie except 
by boats. There King Alfred sought 
refuge with a swineherd, and there lie 
lay concealed from the Invading Danes 
for the space of a whole year. The re- 
sort of Ids chieftains to this place 
caused It to be known as the “Isle of 
nobles.” which may lie regarded ns the 
cradle and stronghold of Haxon liberty. 
After Alfred regained the possession 
of his throne lie erected a Benedictine 
abbey on this spot and "endowed It 
with all the lands in the Isle of Athol- 
noy.” The monastery lias entirely- dis- 
appeared. but Its site is marked by a 
stone pillar erected in ISfil by the own- 
er of Athelney. The pillar bears tills 
Inscription: "King Alfred the Great lu 
the year of our Lord 871), having been 
defeated by the Duties, Med for refuge 
to the forest of Athelney, where lie lay 
concealed from Ids enemies for the spell 
of a whole year, lie soon after regain- 
ed possession of his throne, and lu 
grateful remembrance of the protection 
lie hud received under the favor of 
heaven lie erected n monastery on this 
spot and endowed It with all the lamD 
contained in the Isle of Athelney. To 
perpetuate (lie memory of so remarka- 
ble an incident in the life of that illus- 
trious prince this edifice was founded 
by John Slade. Esq., of MniinscH, the 
proprietor of Athelney. A. 1). 1S01.”— 
London News.

In all that time I have spoiled only two 
blocks, and they were during the two 
years of my apprenticeship. The butch- 
ers can get tbt*h' chopping blocks put 
iu condition by sending them to the 
sawmill. But it is more expensive, and 
they cuu't spare them so long from the 
shops. There Is enough work of tlds 
kind In New York to keep myself and 
half a dozen others busy.”— New York 
Dress.

Washington Letter. 


Washington, D. C., February 27, 1904 
A great calm has fallen upon Re- 
publican politicians since the death 
of Senator Hanna, and the soap-bub- 
ble character of the various “booms” i 
for President, other than the present 
occupant of the White House, has 
been demonstrated. The President 
is making- no special effort to pick 
out a manager for the coming cam- 
paign; a manager hardly seems to | 
be needed. Everything is falling 
into place like clock-work. Mr. 
Dover, private secretary to Senator 
Hanna, takes the place made vacant | 
by the resignation of Perry Heath, 
and for the present prominent Repub- 
licans will look utter the larger inter- 
ests of the party. It is now known 
that Senator Hanna had the most sin- 
cere friendship, and the highest re- 
gard for the President, and that lie 
was not the man to carry a knife up 
his sleeve. There is no longer a 
Foraker factional light in Ohio; if 
there were any aspirants in that state 
for Hanna's vacant seat they have 
generously declined to come forward, 
and all are willing that Congressman 
Dick should become the new Senator. 
He is a man o f much force of charac- 
ter, who has seen all sides of life, 
from being the humble keeper of a 
feed store in the little city of Akron, 
<>., to his present high and honorable 
position. In the lower house of Con- 
gress he will l>e succeeded by Mr. K. 
E. Lumpson, who lias been lieutenant 
governor of Ohio, and prominent in 
politics for the last twenty years. As 
the Buckeye state goes so goes the 
rest of the world ! There is even Re- 
publican harmony in New Yurk state, 
and the three great leaders. Gov. 
Odell, and Senators Platt and Depew. 
are all agreed, and each is welcome to 
the confidence of the President. Sen- 
ator Jlepew is a candidate for reelee* 
tiou and there appears to be little op- 
position. Elsewhere in the United 
States the Republicans arc confident, 
cheerful aurl united. Much regrert is 
expressed over the news of tin* serious 
illucna ul Senatur Uuay, of Pa., at 
his retread in Florida. But if the 
worst shuuld prove ture, his state is 
overwhelmingly Republican, and can 
be depended upon to vote solid for the 
Chicago nom : uce. 

There has been considerable oppo- 
sition in the House to the proposed 


large appropriation for the navy, 
Congressman Burton. Rep., of Cleve- 
land, O., leading. But the bill has 
passed the House and will pass the 
Senate and will carry nearly one hun- 
dred millions of dollars. Congress is 
busy with the appropriation bills, and 
it is amusing to see how interested 
Senators are in the various items of 
the Agricultural appropriation bill. 
That good old farmer of Vermont, 
Senator Proctor, who cultivates one 
of the largest marble quarries i n the 
country, has the bill in charge. It 
will carry between six and seven mil- 
lions of dollars, every cent of which is 
for the benefit of those who till the 
soil, and are the backbone of the 
nation. The Senate is disposed to in- 
crease the appropriations for all sorts 
of experiments: to make divisions in- 
to bureaus with an increase of salaries 
all round; and it has ordered an in- 
vest iga tiou of the effects of cold stor- 
age upon animal flesh and other food 
products. There are those who be- 
lieve that much sickness is caused by 
partaking of meats which have been 
kept for a long time in cold storage, 
thawed, frozen and refro/.en, as the 
custom is in Washington. The Smoot 
i n vest i at ion will soon begin, and wit- 
nesses who stand high in the Mormon 
church have been summoned to Wash- 
ington, to >ell what they know about 
the Apostle, who is now a Senator. 
Mr. Reed Suioot is a young man, in 
appearance more like a traveling man 
for a ready-made clothing house than 
a Senator. He is tall, thin, not quite 
at ease, pleasant, but evidently out of 
place ill his present position. He 
takes a modest part in the proccdings 
of the Senate and is an attentive lis- 
tener to all the debates. 

There are several perplexing com- 
plications in the Panama canal job. 
It has been a great task to select com- 
petent and practical engineers who 
will be willing to work on the spot 
instead of at arm’s length in comfort- 
able otlices in Washington. The Pres- 
ident is determined there shall be no 
perfunctory work on this great enter- 
prise. Those selected give great sat- 
isfaction to both parties, and Demo- 
crats, as well as Republicans, are 
thanking the President for his inde- 
pendence, wisdom and sagacity. Be- 
fore the money can be paid to Pana- 
ma there will have to be Congres- 
sional action, since the Spooner act 
requires that the money shall be paid 
to the * Republic of Columbia* The 
suit v-hich Colombia has uegutj 


against the French canal company, | 
must cause delay, in the matter of 
obtaining a clear title to the proper- 
ty. It is expected that one of the 
lirst contracts given out by the canal 
commissioners will be for machinery 
to the amount of fifty millions of 
dollars. This ought to keep a very 
large number of men employed in the 
shops for a long time, and with plenty 
of work there will be prosperity and 
contentment.

Correspondence. 

The following letter Is published nl 
the request of Mr, Carter: 

Raleigh, N. C. Fcby, 1, 1904. 

Horatio Carter, Esq., 

Newtonvillc, Mass. 

D^ar Sir: Yours of the 26th was on 
my desk on my return from a lecture 
trip in Maryland. The men who 
wore the Blue understand us who 
wore the gray better than the men 
who stayed at home and who now 
think that they can settle the negro 
problem for us while in fact it is the 
Southern white mail and the negro 
who have the matter to settle. And 
the Southern white man is going to 
give the negro all the chance he needs 
to make something of his life. Here 
in Raleigh four fifths of oitr skilled 
mechanics of all sorts arc negroes, 
and whites and blacks work together 
wihout a jar. In fact we rely on the 
negro for almost all kinds of help, 
and the only problem here is how to 
make him a better man and to keep 
him from going away. We have here 
a Medical College for the negroes, 
and I lectured there two winters, and 
the leading physicians and surgeons 
of the city are on the Faculty, and 
some good men have been turned out 
and have made a large practice among 
their own people. Wc have negro law- 
yers and they are treated well by 
court and bar. When the constitu- 
tional amendment restricting the 
negro vote was before the people the 
educated negroes voted for it, and the 
leading white Republicans who were 
not office seekers did the same. Some 
negroes vote under the grandfather 
clans for North Carolina was the only 
state in the country wh*re negroes 
formerly voted up to 1835. The 
Southern people sternly aveuge crimes 
against women and they hang the 
beast who commits them, while in 
the North they mob the negroes for 
wanting to go to work there. In 
fact the Negro has a better opportu- 
nity to elevate himself and to acquire 
property in the South than in the 
North. There is a good deal said 
North about our Jim Crow cars as 
they are called, but the cars are just 
the same as other cars on the train, 
and no white man is allowed in them 
any more than a negro in the ladles 
car, and it is really an advantage to 
the negro. I held a Farmers Insti- 
tute for the negro fanners in one of 
our counties some time ago, and found 
that in that countv they owned over 
16000 acres of land in small places 
and are doing well, and the same is 
true of other counties. In fact if the 
politicians would let the whole matter 
alone the negro question would soon 
settle itself. We draw the line in 
social matters and wc do not Mr. and 
Miss them, but we treat them kindly 
and out of our poverty have been giv- 
ing them a due share of the school 
fund though they pay but little of the 
tax. Right near my house is a negro 
town outside the corpora tc limits. 
There are about 2000 of them. They 
have three neat churches, a large 
modern school house built and sup- 
ported by the people of the state, and 
a large private school. They have 
their own stores and attend strictly to 
their own business and I have uever 
heard of a policeman being called 
there. The men are mainly hackmcu 
and own their teams and the women 
are washwomen. They own their 
homes and arc thrifty and industrious 
and are getting to care very little 
about politics. I ‘do hot think there 
is a renter in the town. I have writ- 
ten so much about the negro because 
the Northern people sadly misunder- 
stand the conditions here and the po- 
litical papers make capital by misrep- 
resenting us. Even Carl Shura in a 
recent article in McClures argues that 
the Southern people want to reduce 
the negro to semi slavery when there 
is no such tendency in the South ex- 
cept with a few like Gov, Vardanian 
of Miss, who wants to deprive them 
of the school fund except what they 
pay. But this notion will never prevail 
in the South. We know ♦ hat there have 
been great errors iuade~in the educa- 
tion of the negro by benevolent people 
North who imagine that a negro is 
merely a white man witii a black skin, 
while he is fuudameti tally different. 
Teaching negroes Latin and Greek 
and all that sort of thing is a cruelty 
to the negro, lie is a child race atm 
needs elementary training and to be 
taught to use his hands. Booker 
Washington is doing a good work as 
is also Hampton but they can do but 
little compared with what every plan- 
tation in the South did before the 
war in training’ mechanics. The 
younger class of negroes that have 
grown up in freedom have lost the 
intimate association with Hie white 
race that the older ones had and they 
have sadly degenerated as a race, 
though of course there are thousands 
of honorable exceptions, and these 
exceptions realize as well as the 
whites that something must be done 
to control the evil element of their 
race. If the negro could be elimin- 
ated entirely from politics ami left 
to the white people of the South there 
would soon he no negro problem. 
Pardon this long essay. 1 felt like 
saying these things to one whom 1 
believe will understand them. 

I have had some correspondence 
I with Mr. Stone of Georiga, and you 


will find all over the South men who 
arc earnestly striving for the eleva- 
tion of Southern Agriculture. 1 am 
vain enough to believe that I have 
had no small influence for good, and 
the remainder of tny life as formally 
years past will be devoted to this 
purpose.

Financial. 


The week has brought irregular 
markets, with the general tendency 
rather downward. The war situation 
seems to be the dominant factor, and 
uncertainty a3 to the exact state of 
affairs in the East, with respect to 
possible international complications, 
has caused some nervousness and 
timidity in the investment world. The 
European markets have been almost 
panicky, and much of the depression 
there has been communicated here. 
There has been considerable selling 
of American bonds held on the conti- 
nent, with the result that our bond 
market has become almost glutted. 
There has also been some foreign 
liquidation of American stocks. 

Apart from the return of American 
securities held abroad, the domestic 
situation is considered sound. It is 
believed that the liquidation which 
took place during 1903 was very 
thorough, and that the recent selling 
has been principally by professional 
traders. There has been little selling 
for investment account, but on the 
other hand there has also been little 
buying. The market is apparently 
for the moment in the hands of pro- 
fessionals, and as trading sentiment 
is chielly bearish, prices have been 
weak, touching the lowest of the year. 
It is believed, however, that the short 
interest is every day becoming larger. 
— Curtis Scderquist.

holders of the Boston Suburban have 
never received less than 54 per share 
dividend. The average cost per 
passenger is 3 1-5 cents. A five cent 
fare would add $18000 and still leave 
them behind. Citizens are asked to 
pay 545000. The abolition of trans- 
fers would wipe out all loans and 
yield a handsome profit. The deficit 
of 5135000 was obtained in placing the 
road in first class condition and is 
in the floating debt. Other cities 
run their cars differently. Lytttt, for 
instance lias several lines of cars on 
the same street. 

The loss of free transfers would be 
a public calamity to this city. Its 
effect would be to increase the divi- 
dends of 54 per share, and it is not 
unjust to ask the City Solicitor to op- 
pose the petition. 

Alderman Ellis.^.Thc board is asked 
to pass a snap judgment on matters 
which are before a thoroughly compe- 
tent tribunal. I would be sorry to 
give up the free transfer system but 
do not like to approve this order. All 
the facts arc before the commission 
and they are weighing the evidence 
and it is not competent for us to in- 
struct the Citv Solicitor without all 
the facts before us. 

Alderman White. The people of my 
district ’favor free transfers rather 
than more frequent service. 

Alderman Palmer. The city has 
been properly represented before the 
commission and we should hesitate 
before taking action which -will jeop- 
ardize otir rights. I believe that the 
commission will see that the citizens ! 
I have all the rights which belong to 
them and will act justly. Our citi- 
zens should not expect something for 
nothing. 

Alderman Webster. Chairman Jack- 
sou laid great stress on the appear- 
ance of represented interests before 
them and it would give weight to 
the matter if the City Solicitor 
should appear for the city in oppo- 
sition. The commission expects the 
city to take sides in this matter. 

Alderman Johnson. I was an un- 
fortunate stockholder in the early 
days of this company and instead of 
a'dividend received an assessment of 5 
qier cent. The line was started by 
public spirited men and no road in 
the state was of more benefit to a 
community. High school pupils were 
formerly carried in barges. The cir- 
cuit road did not accommodate them, 
and this street railway saved the city j 
a second high school. The commis- 
sion will see justice done in this mat- 
ter. 

Alderman White* The railroad has 
been of benefit to the south side and 
made us a united city. But the peo- 
ple of ward 5 cannot afford to give up 
free transfers. 

Alderman Webster. Several people 
have favored less frequent service in- ; 
stead of abolition of free transfers, 
and that is almost the universal feel- 
ing of ward 5. The board should re- 
member that if the petition is granted 
the other lines will also receive its 
benefits. No snap judgment is re- 
quired as all the facts have beeu be- 
fore the public for weeks. 

Alderman Ellis. If the City Solic- 
itor is instructed to oppose the matter 
the commission should rightfully ex- 
pect that hc was backed by the intel- 
ligent opinion of this board ana if he 
is to go it should be so understood. 

Alderman Cabot. The question 
seems to be in the hands of compe- 
tent men and what the Solicitor might 
say would have little effect. The road 
might have better management and 
under different management should 
be made to pay. Ward 2 thinks there 
is something wrong, the facilities 
now arc poor and some one else should 
run the road. It is not wise to in- 
struct the City Solicitor ou this ques- 
tion. If citizens desire to be repre- 
s ented they should employ counsel. 

Alderman Ensign. I doubt whether 
it is wise to take actioi. before the 
commission. Its decisions have 
usually given satisfaction and they 
will decide rightly. He suggested re- 
ference of petitions to the railroad 
commission. 

President SaLonstall .This could be 
done but it expresses the same thing 
to a lesser degree, as the order now 
pending. If board took such action 
it indicated that it was in accord with 
the petitioners. 

Alderman ’Webster. Are the rail- 
ways in Newton in the hands of a 
trust? 

Alderman 'Johnson. The commis- 
sion does not recognize a trust. It 
only deals with the Newton and Bos- 
ton Co. 

Alderman Webster. The board rep- 
resents the people and we jeopardize 
I nothing when we say we wish to re- 
tain free transfers in Newton. It is a 
very proper action to take. 

Alderman Weston. There are two 
sides to this question. We should 
».t Instruct the City Solicitor on 
matters ou which we know but little, 
surely uoF enough to take decided 
action. 

Alderman Webster. The 'alderman 
ought to have informed himself. 

Alderman Weston. On matters 
which come properly before us. This 
matter is in the hands of a competent 
board. 

Alderman Fhisign. What is the 


effect of reference of this ' petition to 
commission? 

President Saltonstall. If it is to be 
done at addiction should be taken 
through the City Solicitor, or the city 
should remain neutral. The Solicitor 
has"rcndcrcd an opinion to the mayor 
that if sides are’takcn, then there is 
grave danger of waiving our rl ghts 
under the agreement. ^ Mr. Slocum 
maintains that if we imply that the 
commission has full power, we may 
technically waive our rights. The 
citizens of ward 5 with the rest of the 
city have contract rights which will 
he protected.

Alderman Baker. I am surprised j 
at the action of board. We are here 
for the interests of the people who will 
suffer if transfers arc taken away. 
There is no harm in expressing our 
opinion on this matter. 

Alder man ’ Bishop. I favor free 
transfers and 20 minute service. The 
matter is before the commission on 
the question of expediency and there 
is no doubt but if stated facts are 
proved free transfers will be abolish- 
ed. If petition is sent to commission 
without comment it would appear that 
the board was dodging the question. 

Alderman Ensign. The rights of 
the city seem to be fully protected and 
the petitioners should be given, leave 
to withdraw. 

Alderman , White. Is action by the 
commission final? 

President Saltonstall. I am not in- 
formed as to an appeal to the courts 
but if there is a contract, the com- 
mission cannot take away the city’s 
rights. 

Alderman Websicr. Is this board 
in favor of retaining’the rights of the 
people? 

Alderman Brown. The commission 
protects the rights of the people, and 
*Ward 5 should let its sentiments be 
known to the commission directly. I 
bel ieve the city’s rights are being 
protected. 

Alderman Webster. The commis- 
sion wishes to hear from bodieB of cit- 
izens and the action of this board 
may decide this important question. 

Alderman Ellis. Provided the facts 
warrant, I am strongly in favor of 
free transfers We do not know any- 
thing about it and that is reason 
enough for taking no action. 

Alderman Webster. The Newton 
and Boston is the poor lean bird that 
does the picking for the r:st. There 
is no informtion about the Boston 
Suburban before the comission. 

Alderman Ellis was called to the 
chair by the President. 

Alderman Saltonstall. The railroad 
commission is the best of all such 
commissions, and the chairman is j 
known all over the state for his fair- | 
ness and judicial capacity. He looks , 
at this question in a judicial way, I 
realizing that. the citizens wish to re- j 
tain the transfer system.

One of the largest boat owners on 
the river has told us that he and they 
are heartily in favor of the rules of 
the Metropolitan Park police and 
realize the importance of their en- 
forcement upon the future of boating 
and canoeing on the Charles. We 
are exceedingly glad to have this 
statement direct from the parties most | 
concerned, for while we have felt all 
along that it was a matter ot vital | 
concern to those interested in letting 
boats and canoes, the reports, which 
clearly have been false and which 
seem to have been put into circulation 
by parties who were as culpable as 
those who were arrested were to the 
contrary. The boat owners are to be 
praised for taking the stand which we 
are authoritatively told they have 
taken. We assure them that the re- 
putable portion of the press wil 1 be ex- 
ceedingly glad to help them out. The 
president of the Canoe club also in- 
forms us that his club is heartily in 
accord with the police. — Waltham 
F'ree Press Tribune.

Congress’an Powers Speech 
On its Future. 

Eloquent Plea to Preserve Plan 
of Park Commission. 


We take pleasure in presenting to 
our readers the speech delivered in 
Congress last week by the Hon. Sam- 
uel L. Powers, upon the development 
of the city ot Washington. The speech 
is as follows: 

Mr. Chairman, I trust I shall be 
pardoned if for a few moments I turn 
aside from the Btormy sea of political 
contention and the vexed problems of 
political economy and immigration to 
consider the future growth of this 
great national city in which we are 
now assembled. 

This morning I was much gratified 
to read the address delivered yester- 
day by the member of the Committee 
on Appropriations, which has in 
charge this bill, the gentleman from 
Nebraska, Mr. Burkett, concerning 
the growth and development of the 
city of Washington up to the present 
time. I regret that that gentleman 
did not see fit to make some prediction 
as to what was to be the growth and 
the development of this city in the 
years to’come. 

In 1898 public sentiment became 
more or less centralized on wliat was 
to be the future growth of the nation- 
al capital. At the time of the cen- 
tennial anniversary in December, 
1900, which was held in this city' and 
in this Capitol, the atten‘on of the 
public was turned to the question of 
what was to be the growth of the city 
in the generations to come. 

Public attention at that time was 
invited to the original plan of the 
city of Washington as agreed upon by 
General Washington in conference with 
Mr. Jefferson. Then it occurred to 
the American people that this city 
had been laid out upon a magniefient 
plan; that the Father of his Country 
must have contemplated the great 
growth of this nation; that the selec- 
tion was most admirable; that lie had 
called to his assistance the greatest 
of engineers and landscape gardeners 
of the time, Major L’Enfant, who 
made a study of all that was best of 
architecture in the Old World, and 
that this city had been laid out upon 
a plan which was grand, magnificent, 
and which presaged the wonderful 
growth which Genera! Washington 
believed awaited this nation. 

The result of that centennial cel- 
ebration in 1900 was the appointment 
of the commission known as "the 
park commission," to take into con- 
sideration what could be done for the 
reclamation of the city of Washington, 
bringing it back as far as possible 
to the original line of the plan, and 
also with a view to developing this 
city along the line of its larger mod- 
ern growth. At the time of the ap- 
pointment of the commission the In- 
stitute of American Architects, which 
fortunately at this time was in ucs- 
vsion in the city of Washington, fur- 
nished to the service of the Govern- 
ment the most capable men who ever 
served upon any commission. 

They selected Mr. Daniel H. Burn- 
ham, of Chicago, 111., who had charge 
of the work at the time of the Colum- 
bian Exposition, which attracted uni- 
versal attention from all parts of the 
world. They also selected Mr. Charles 
F. McKim.of New York, who stands, 
perhaps, at the head of the architects 
in America, whose work we are all 
proud of; and 1 recall in connection 
with Mr. McKim those two great ar- 
chitectural successes which he has 
completed in New England, one being 
the capitol of the State of Kliode Is- 
land and the other that magnificent 
library in the city of Bostnu, of which 
we are so justly proud. Besides these 
two was selected that eminent land- 
scape gardener Mr. Frederick Law 
Olmsted, Jr., who resides in my 
Concessional district and who has 
achieved a reputation second to none 
as a landscape grdner in this country. 

Let me say right here, in connec- 
tion with Mr. Olmsted, that it is to 
him, perhaps more than to any other 
one, that we are indebted for that 
magniclient park system which sur- 
rounds the city of Bostou today, and 
upon which the people of that dis- 
trict have expended nearly $ 20 , 000,000 
for its development. Alongside of 
these three eminent artists in their 
particular professions was selected 
Mr. Augustus St. Gaudeus, who 
stands as the best sculptor not only 
in the United States, but who com- 
pares favorably with any sculptor in 
the world. 

Now, Mr. Chairman, there was a 
commission of the four best men in 
their respective fields of endeavor with 
a view of laving out the city of Wash- 
ington for its future growtli and de- 
velopment. Let it be said to the credit 
of those gentlemen that they served 
for an entire year; that they crossed j 
the ocean and visited Loudon, Paris, 
Venice, Vienna. Budapest, and Ber- 
lin, and gave to this Government a | 
year of their best endeavor and toil 


and never accepted or would accept a 
alnglc penny an compensation for 
their ncrviccn. 

I hold before me this report, which 
was published in 1902, an The Park 
Hyatcm of the District of Columbia. 
When that report went out to the 
American Republic it wqb received 
with the greatest favor. It was re- 
ceived not only favorably by the rich, 
but also by the poor, and there was 
no American citizen, I care not where 
he lived, that was not proud of the 
very prospect that Washington was to 
become the finest city in the world. 

I am perfectly well a ware, Mr. 
Chairman, that the initiative toward 
this movement in selecting this park 
commission and in bringing out this 
report did not originate in this body, 
but originated in the body at the 
other end of the Capitol. I think it 
was a misfortune that the original 
resolution was not a joint resolution, 
and that this body did not have an op- 
portunity to participate in its adop- 
tion. But I think it is but fnir to say 
that even if we had participated in it 
we should have reached the same con- 
clusion that was reached by the Sen- 
ate committee. Now, the claim is 
made, and that is the reason why I 
bring this matter up at this present 
time, Mr. Chairman, the claim is 
made that we are departing from the 
plan as laid out by that commission. 

It is claimed that we arc locating 
buildings today or proposing to locate 
buildings in total disregard of that 
magnificent plan which to my mind 
has been indorsed and fully indorsed 
by the American people. I read this 
morning the proceedings which took 
place in another body with reference 
to the location of a public building, 
and every member of that body had 
his o vn opinion as to where the build- 
ing should be located. One said it 
should be located here and another 
said it ought to be located there, and 
it is claimed that the building for 
the Department of Agriculture, which 
is to be located in the Mall, is to be 
located in absolute disregard of the 
lines as laid out by the park commis- 
sion. 

I have here before tuc an editorial 
which appeared but a few days ago in 
one of the leading papers of New Eng- 
land the Boston Herald, published in 
the city of Boston, which was entitled 
"A calamity to Washington," and I 
read tills not simply because it is a 
strong argument against any varia- 
tion from the plan as laid down by 
the commission, but I read it for the 
purpose of showing the intense pop- 
ular interest which today is attracted 
to the development of the national 
capital of the country. This editorial 
goes on to say : 

It is no exaggeration to character- 
ize as a calamity to the national cap- 
ital an action which, if persisted in, 
will make impossible the adequate 
realization of the noble plans for its 
improvement that have been enthusi- 
astically approved by the best sense 
of the country. The Baltimore fire 
was a great calamity; but at least it 
will result in the rising of a more, 
beautiful Baltimore from the ashes, j 
The calamity to Washington is threat- 
ened not by any directly destructive 
agency. But an expenditure of two 
to four millions of dollars upon 
wrongly located buildings will for all 
time so mar its development as to rep- 
resent a loss of possibilities whose 
value, were it estimable, would be 
found to represent an amount so pro- 
digious that a great conflagration like 
that at Baltimore would be a mere 
bagatelle in comparsiou with the in- 
jury inflicted upon the entire nation 
through the harm worked upon its 
capital city. 

This calamity is threatened by the 
proposed modification of the site for 
the new building for the Department 
of Agriculture. When authorized by 
Congress it was generally* supposed 
that the building would be located in 
conformity with the great central fea- 
ture of the plans for improvement, 
the Mall, originally proposed by 
Major L’Enfant, in conformity with 
the enlightened views of Washington 
and Jefferson, and restored in the 
plans agreed upon by the recent com- 
mission of experts. This Mall, as 
contemplated, would be the grandest 
avenue in the world, running from 
the Capitol to the Washington Mon- 
ument, with drives, promenades, 
groves, and greensward included in 
a width of 1,600 feet — the width de- 
signed by I, ’Enfant himself. 

The appropriation for *he new 
Agricultural building was welcomed 
by the friends of the improvement 
as an important step toward realizing 
the project. It would be a great mis- 
fortune were it now to be made the 
means of inflicting lasting injury 
upon the plans. It appears that 
in determining the site for the build- 
ing the authorities immediately in 
charge of the matter insist upon loca- 
ting it in such a way as to result in 
reducing the width of the Mall by 200 
feet. It doubtless seems a stroke of 
economy thus to secure an additional 
100 feet for the new building. And 
although the architects of the edifice 
are themselves said to be strongly 
opposed to such action, the authori- 
ties in charge can hardly appreciate 
the lasting harm which it would do 
by eliminating from the Mall certain 
qualities of design dependent upon re- 
taining its full width. 

The dimensions originally planned 
for, both by the founders of Washing- 
ton and by the present commission, 
were not arbitrarily fixed; the) were 
the results of most painstaking and 
conscientious study, and lienee they 
should not be hastily tampered with. 
It may generally be supposed that 
the four eminent experts comprising 
the commission were handsomely paid 
for their services. The contrary is 
the case. Urged to undertake the in- 
vestigation, they consented as a pat- 
riotic duty, serving without compen- 
sation, and giving nearly a year of 
their time to a task whose profession, 
ul demands represent personal sac- 
rifices of many thousands of dollars 


in a public-spirited work. They cer- 
tainly arc entitled to the recognition 
of their objection?* to a modification 
of the project by a moat careful and 
impartial consideration before definite 
action is taken. 

The decisive voice in the matter 
lies with the President. Mr. Roose- 
velt is known to have taken a deep 
interest in the question, and to have 
expressed the desire that the great 
ideals thus established should be 
steadily realized in all work under- 
taken by the Government. Therefore 
it is to be hoped he will not give his 
consent to the proposed sacrifice of an 
essential quality of the gre.it plan to 
the minor considerations involved in 
the site of a new department build- 
ing. By wisely deciding this ques- 
tion, and by exerting his influence 
toward the creation of a responsible 
board for the careful determination of 
sites for puolic buildings and the ex- 
ecution of plans of improvement for 
the District of Columbia, President 
Roosevelt has the opportunity to make 
his mark upon the development of 
the nation’s capital more strongly 
than any President since Washing- 
ton. 

I have not taken the time to read 
all that editorial, but I do propose to 
insert it in tny remarks as a strong 
argument not only in support of the 
plan as adopted by the commission, 
but as a strong expression of what 
the popular sentiment is upon this 
subject. Now, I appreciate, Mr. 
Chairman, that the plan as laid out 
by this park commission is a most 
elaborate plan. I appreciate that it 
will require millions and tens of mil- 
lions of dollars to carry it into effect. 

I also appreciate that it is a plan 
which is not to be carried to its ful- 
fillment this year or next year or in 
this generation, but I believe that 
tile American people do insist that 
Washington in the future shall be de- 
veloped by no haphazard plan. 

I believe that the American people 
do insist that some definite and per- 
manent plan shall be agreed upon be- 
fore we enter upon the construction 
of these large departmental and ex- 
ecutive buildings which we have in 
view for construction in the near 
future. More than that, I believe 
that the American people insist that 
in building up and developing the 
city of Washington that the plan of 
the founder of t he city— The Father 
of His Country— as laid out shall be 
adhered to. We have done much here 
in Washington to make this a great 
and a beautiful city. In 1848 we 
commenced the construction of the 
Washington Monument, which has 
been a great feat of engineering and 
which required nearly half a century 
to carry forward to its fulfillment. 

We have entered upon a magnificent 
park system, and the Government to- 
day is the owner of nearly 2,000 acres 
of land on the west capable of splen- 
did development as an outlying park. 
We have commenced the reclamation 
of the Potomac Flats, and that plan 
is going forward; but what I want to 
sec is apian substantially the same as 
the plan of the park commission, 
which shall construct a splendid Mall, 
whether it be 800 or 1,000 or 1,060 
feet, running directly from the Cap- 
itol down to the river, and the river 
spanned \v a splendid memorial to 
the great martyr to his country, 
Abraham Lincoln. If that plan can 
be carried out with the other features 
embodied in it, we shall satisfy the 
sense and the wishes of the people of 
this country. 

Now, I want to say just a word, Mr. 
Chairman, along another line. I am 
aware that Members of this House 
will say this is a most extravagant j 
plan. It contemplates possibly the 
expenditure of $100, 000,000, possibly 
$200,000,000, for its development, and 
they say, "What good reason can we 
give to tlje country for the expeudi- j 
ture of so large a sum of money for | 
the development of a single city, even ' 
though it be the national capital?" 1 
Now, let us look at this from the 
material point of view. Everybody 
agrees that the development of Wash- 
ington along the lines of this plan as 
proposed by the commission would be 
in every sense most artistic; that we 
should be proud ot it; but the reply 
is, "Are we justified in the expendi- 
ture of these large sums of money?" i 

In other words. Is this House justi- 
fied in commiting Contgress to a plan 


which during a generation, or two 


generations, may result in the expen- 
diture of $100,000, 000? I want to { 
cull your attention, Mr. Chairman, to 
the French people a thrifty people, 
a people that have as good u knowl- 1 
edge of human nature as any people ] 
upon the face of the globe. The 1 
French people have developed their 
splendid capital along lines largely 
identical with the lines laid out by 
the park commission, and what has 
been the effect? 

Today travelers from all parts of 
tlte world who go to Europe visit 
the French capital. They spend their 
money at the French capital, and it 
is said on good authority that the! 
American people every year carry 
ucross tile Atlantic $100,000,000 and 
expend it in the cities of Europe. Now, 
who gets the benefit of that? You 
can put down, in the first place, that j 
at least one-third, if not two-fifths, of 
that entire amount is expended at the I 
gay French capital. The other goes 
to Venice, to Vienna, to those cities 
which have developed art in the high- 
est degree. 

You may go back a little further in 
history, to the Greek people, where 
urt was born, and what have you to 


say as to the investment which the 
Greeks made more than two thousand 
years ago in their temples and in 
their works of art? For more than 
two thousand years the people of the 
earth have been traveling to Greece, 
which has been their Mecca, to view 
those wonderful works of art. If 
wc were to develop Washington as 
it can be developed, we shall find 
that it would become a place not only 
for the resort of the American, but 
of people from all parts of the world. 

We are still a young people. We 
have been passing through what may 
be called the "material age. "We arc 
reaching now an age of art Our 
artists, our sculptors, our painters 
are today ranking among the best in 
the world. We arc not always going 
to be simpy a material people, gather- 
ing money, to be what arc called 
"dollar getters;" we are coming to 
that point where we arc going to 
gratify the finer senses of taste. We 
can make of Washington, with the tal- 
ent and genius of the American peo- 
ple, the finest city in the world. We 
arc already making her one of the 
finest cities iti the world. 

These splendid memorials which we 
arc putting up— memorials which 
stand for the history of the country, 
memorials which represent the great 
sodier who fought for the glory and 
safety of his country, and memorials 
representing the great statesmen— are 
all to represent the history and the 
fame and the genius of the American 
people. For one, Mr. Chairman. I 
should exceedingly regret if we 
ignored the future development of 
this splendid city. I do not expect to 
remain much longer in these Halls, 
but before I leave I want to put my- 
self on record as favoring the devel- 
opment of the national capital in re- 
sponse to what I believe to be a strong 
popular demand. 

The American people have never 
been stingy in the expenditure of 
money where they believe that the 
expenditure was justified. Only the 
other da)' a large majority of this 
House voted for an appropriation well 
on to $100, 000, 000 for the maintenance 
and upbuilding of the Anierciati Navy. 
I voted for that, as I assume the ma- 
jority did, because I believe that the 
defense and protection of the country 
demanded it. I would to God that 
the time might come when the na- 
tions of Europe, today bristling with 
bayonets, would disband their armies 
and would allow their navies to go 
to the bottom of the sea, and that 
we might live together in universal 
peace, and that these hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars which today are being 
expended by the great nations of 
Europe and by the United States 
might be turned to the education and 
uplifting of the American people, 
the people of Europe, and the rest of 
world ;that these hundreds of millions 
of dollars might be devoted, or at 
least some part of it, to the develop- 
ment of the better senses, to the 
higher tastes of the human race. 

I believe the time will come, and I 
believe it will come in this century, 
when we shall' see universal peace and 
when we shall see a disbandment of 
the armaments of the world. It may 
not come in our day, but it will come 
in this century, and then when that 
does come the people of the world can 
enter upon an era of education and 
hiimamtarianism. But notwithstand- 
ing the great expenditures for the 
Navy, notwithstanding the great ex- 
penditures for the Army, notwith- 
standing the great expenditures for 
our rivers and harbors, there is no 
reason why we should not in this 
Congress agree upon some definite and 
permanent plan for Die development 
of the national capital. This is not 
a party question. I have never yet 
made a political speech in this House, 
because l have realized that I could 
say nothing that would be likely to 
convince my friends on the other side 
of the House that they were wrong 
or satisfy them that I was right, and 
while I appreciate the necessity foi 
the discussion of political questions, 
the discussion of economic questions, 
at tlie same time I wish that we 
might turn aside and loin together, 
not a? Democrats or Republicans, 
but as American citizens, in con 
sidering a question in which we all 
believe, in considering a proposition 
iti which we are all united and in- I 
terested, and that is the permanent j 
development of til is seat of govern- ! 
merit which you love, which 1 Jove, j 
and which is the pride of every 
American citizen.

The point made at the meeting of 
the aldermen last Monday night that 
the apperancc of the City Solicitor be- 
fore tire railroad commission in oppo- 
sition to the petition to abolish free 
transfers on the Newton and Boston 
line, would be 'a technical point 
against the city if it was necessary 
at a later day to insist upon its rights 
under the agreement of 1897 between 
the various companies and the city 
upon this matter, is rather too fine 
for the public to grasp, and there is 
considerable criticism of the board’s 
action, or rather lack of action. 

In the recent Supreme Court decision 
which has materially changed the 
aspect of the obligations upon street 
railway companies, we note that the 
court says: “The acceptance by the 
defendant of the locations granted by 
these towns did not make valid these 
conditions as to fares which the towns 
could not legally impose, nor did it 
make a contract as to fares between 
the corporation and the selectmen, or 
the town.” The fact should be noted 
that the court emphasizes the failure 
to make a contract, and it is possible 
that the citizens of Newton have a 
stronger hold on the Company through 
its 1897 agreement, than under its 
conditions of location. 

There is absolutely no doubt but 
what the public desires the retention 
of the transfer system so far as it 
relates to Newton. Opinion is divided 
as to the advisability’ of allowing free 
transfers to Needham and Waltham, 
but a five cent fare from the south 
side of the city to City Hall is cer- 
tainly reasonable, and we believe 
should be retained. 


Residents on the north side of the 
city who are near the Charles River 
should take immediate and active 
measures to clear their trees from the 
nests of the brown tail moth. We 
are informed that the Charles river 
valley is infested this spring with the 
nests of this pest and many have been 
noted on Charlesbank road and Hun- 
ne well hill. The nests are easily 
recognized at this season, as they look 
like two or three dried leaves crum- 
pled together. Pear trees arc the 
favorites of the moth but they are 
also found on all other trees. If al- 
lowed to remain until the leaves come 
out the moths will make short work 
of the tender shoots. Carefully ex- 
amine your trees and cut down and 
burn every nest. 


SCHOOL NEWS.

been under their direction it has been 
wonderfully successful, and those 
i who saw it at Boston Music Hall last 
season will learn with pleasure of its 
return to that tiieatre next Monday. 
Tlie managemen has not only sur- 
rounded Miss McHenry with a 
thoroughly competent company, hut 
they have also given the revival a 
remarkably handsome production.

BENEATH THE 
GILDED DOME. 


Massachusetts has the reputation of 
being the best governed common- 
wealth to be found in the best gov- 
erned nation in the world. From her 
marvelous constitution to her latest 
blue book, may be found the best ex- 
amples in existence of constitutional 
government. While this is true, the 
fact remains that an evil will exist 
longer without legal interference in 
Massachusetts than in almost any 
other community. The reasons tor 
this"condition are almost noticablc to 
the casual observer, and the condition 
is not discreditable to the great and 
general court, which, in the last an- 
alysis, holds the respousibilty of gov- 
ernment. 

If the people of Massachusetts were 
not controlled by a high sense of jus- 
tice and a practical righteousness 
they could not be trusted to regulate 
conduct by public opinion to the ex- 
tent that they now enjoy without the 
interference of the strong arm of the 
law. Public opinion is not swift of 
foot but it has mighty endurance and 
in the long run, will cut out the 
growth of an evil more effectually 
than it can be done by statute law, 
which is often a dead letter because 
enacted in advance of public opinion. 
Current history contains repeated il- 
lustrations of this fact and continually 
reminds us that only by the degrada- 
tion of public morality can evil exist 
and corruption reign. The difference 
between the life of Massachusetts and 
that of New York for example, is 
found in the fact that the waters at 
the fountain head are not contamina- 
ted by any Tammany sewerage and 
this old commonwealth still retains 
her love for the principles which were 
deposited under Plymouth Rock, in- 
stead of graduating her chieftains to 
become lords of English estates. To 
be sure Massachusetts has her plague 
spot, but she has wisely taken gen- 
eral supervision of affairs even there 
and refused to allow Beacon Hi 1 to 
be tunnelled, with one terminal in the 
archway under the state house and the 
other in School street. A great cry 
has gone up of late that Boston should 
be allowed "Home Rule 4 ” while the 
fact is. that the city comes nearer 
home rule under state supervision than 
she would be under the government at 
City Hall as now constituted. 

Dne of the best illustrations of the 
slow, but sure growth of effective 
public opinion may be found in the 
present agitation regarding the noto- 
rious trading stamp, which has just 
found its culmination at the state 
house in the great hearing before the 
judiciary committee which was held 
Tuesday morning in room No 240. The 
trading stamp received a black eye at 
the hearing, so effective that it was 
difficult to find the eye after the ad- 
journment. The great committee room 
was crowded with men from all parts 
of the state who were as earnest in 
their advoccay of stamping out the 
stamp as though they were contend- 
ing for some vital principle in gov- 
ernment. Leading lawyers were pres- 
ent representing all sorts of combina- 
tions in every avenue of trade, and 
the labor organizations were fully as 
united in their opposition to the col- 
losal wrong. The demonstration 
amounted to practically an uprising 
and the result will' be sure to be the 
extermination in Massachusetts of 
the trading stamp. 

Here was a striking illustration of 
the force and power of public opinion 
and the utter inability to withstand 
its awful pressure when once it is 
aroused. What the final outcome will 
be can be better determined when the 
completed bill shall be passed to its 
enactment. 

Speaker Frothiugham seetns to be 
a very bright ‘"dark horse” in the 
Eleventh Congressional District aud 
may be a very formidable candidate 
against Congressman Sullivan before 
that young man becomes much older. 
The Speaker was a’guest at a dinner 
given last Saturday at the White 
House by President Roosevelt. He, 
together with President Jones, arc to 
be the guests of the Western Massa- 
chusetts Club this evening. To be a 
guest at two such functions within 
one week would indicate that Speaker 
Frothiughain’s name might as well 
be counted as present whenever the 
political horoscope is being observed. 

The bill was overwhelmingly de- 
feated last week, which provided that 
a saloon keeper may notify a drunk- 
ard not to come on his premises, aud 
if the drunkard dLubeys he lays 
himself liable to criminal prosecu- 
tion. Of course it was not intended 
by these who defeated the measure, 
that the public should conclude that 
the members would be liable to crim- 
inal prosecution in case the bill should 
become a law. So called temperance 
people sometimes vote against as 
good a tempeience measure as this, 
because of sundry ami divers reasons. 

At the adjourned hearing on Mon- 
day before the State House Committee 
relating to the inscription on the 
Hooker statue, the paragraph that was 
published in this column last week was 
read b>- Colonel Olin, who endorsed 


the RiiggeRtion therein mndc, to wit: 
that the tablet tic removed and the 
statue to bear only the. name “Hook- 
er.” All those present coincided in 
the suggestion and it would not be 
surprising if the committee should 
adopt the idea in their report to the 
legislature. The genera! opinion 
seemed to prevail among ttic old sol- 
diers present Monday, that any allu- 
sion to the record of General Hooker 
could not do justice to the subject 
and that history could tell the story 
much more adequately than any 
bronze. 

Representative Ham of Boston, is 
absent from his scat this week as he 
has gone to Iowa to fulfill an en- 
gagement of long standing, Mr. 
Ham justified his contemplated ab- 
sence from the house by speaking 
very effectively the other day in favor 
of woman’s suffrage. Next winter 
when he addresses the house upon the 
same subject, he will bring to his ar- 
gument the added weight of a per- 
sonal experience and influence. 

The semi colon matter was before 
the Liquor Law Committee Monday 
and attended by a large concourse of 
people who seemed to be interested in 
finding how the committee this year 
would deal with "the mistake.” It 
would not take more than half of a 
blind eye for anybody to see that the 
only one of the several bills before 
the committee that could become a 
law this year is House Bill 303, That 
bill, with certain amendments, ought 
to be made a law. That is the only 
one that will be allowed to help the 
hotels out of the fix.

Financial. 


The stock market during the past 
week has continued extremely dull, 
with little movement either way. 
There have been no new developments 
in regard to the foreign situation, 
and the markets abroad have settled 
down into a dullness as pronounced as 
ours. Wall street is practically’ bare 
of "big” men, all the leading inter- 
ests being away on winter vacations 
apparenty awaiting the outcome of 
thle Northern securities case. There 
has been little outside trading, and 
all quotations are for the time being 
made by the professionals. » 

The principal feature of ’the week’s 
developments has been the poor state- 
ments of railroad earnings for the 
month of January. All the roads 
north of the Ohio and east of the 
Mississippi rivers report heavy' losses 
in both gross and net earnings, due 
to the severe weather conditions. The 
"Big Four” statement was particu- 
larly striking, showing almost no 
net earnings for the month, and of 
course a large deficit after allowing 
for fixed charges. Canadian Pacific 
was also a heavy sufferer, as well as 
Erie, Pennsylvania, New York Cen- 
tral, Reading, Rock Island and Atch- 
ison. The statements for February 
are expected to show the same re- 
sults. but the receut decline in the 
stock market is believed to have fully 
discounted the winter losses in earn- 
ings. The spring months will prob- 
ably bring a change in conditions, as 
delayed traffic will then come for- 
ward,— Curtis and Sederquist

The entry 
list is the heaviest that has been made 
for any' local show this season, even 
exceeding that of the Chicago exhibit, 
and there is no doubt but what some- 
thing like 350 cars will be seen on 
the floor of each hall. Owing to the 
space at the command of the com 
mittee it was long ago determined 
that no dealers should make more 
than one exhibit of any particular 
model, and this decision has, of 
course, served to make’ the exhibit 
all the more striking and attractive, 
as each car exhibit will be different 
model than another even though pro- 
duced from the same factory. The 
list shows that something like 50 
manufacturers of gasoline cars, six 
of electric and six of steam, as well 
as 10 of auto-boats, aud six of motor 
bicycle have entered exhibits, which 
together with those of lamps, ami 
other accessories w ill make a most 
complete and interesting whole. The 
display of gasoline cars will unques- 
tionably be the finest ever seen in 
this city, while in the show of elec- 
trics some radical improvements will 
be seen, and the same can be said of 
the steamers.

Municipal Suf- 
frage in Australia has been establish- 
ed so long that it is an accepted fact 
and occasions no talk. State suffrage 
lias been granted to women in 4 of the 
slates, while in the other two states 
Mrs. Lister feels sure it will soon be 
granted. She thinks that the women 
of the United States would obtain 
municipal suffrage sooner, if they 
would unite with some other organi- 
zation, labor party or other leagues as 
it was in this way that women se- 
cured suffrage in Australia. It has 
been said that suffrage would take 
away the feeling of respect that man 
has for woman. It has not proved to 
be true. Power always implies re- 
spect and the power to vote has in 
creased the respect shown women in 
Australia. The desire for suffrage 
often began after trying to get some 
charitable bill passed and iimling it 
could not be done without the power 
to vote on the bill. To present a pe- 
tition witho it any power is like ring- 
ing a door bell outside of a house 
where the wire is cut inside. It 
places tiie people outside and does not 
trouble the ones inside. The power 
to vole is the weapon to bring about 
reforms. Mis. Lister thinks the date 
Dec. Hit h, is belter than July 4th, 
for on that day national suffrage was 
granted to women in Australia mak- 
ing her truly independent, while July 
4th gave independence to only half of 
the American people, the men. A 
lively discussion followed, many ques- 
tions being very aUfy answered by 
Mrs. Lister. The evening proved a 
very enjoy ay bio one. Mrs. Carter and 
her daughter gave some beautiful 
music on the 'piano, violin and cello.

Is Governor Bates to see a third 
term? That is one of the vital ques- 
tions now agitating those who inter- 
est themselves in the public affairs 
in Massachusetts A year ago there 
would not have been force enough be 
hind such a proposition to have put 
an interrogation point at its close. 
Today it is an open question as was 
demonstrated in the committee room 
last week where the Agricultural 
Committee heard the advocates and re 
monstrance on what is called the 
governor’s bill, which practically 
abolishes the State Board of Agricul- 
ture. That was the last of a scries of 
measures that have come before the 
legislature and that may be said to 
have been instigated by Governor 
Bates and have received a very differ- 
ent reception from that which was 
evidently anticipated. Had the legis- 
lature been ultra-democratic it could 
have hardly been more antagonistic 
i to his excellency than lias been the 
body, three-fourths of whom voted 
enthusiastically for John L. Bates a 
year ago. It may be said that the 
great and general court has given the 
cold shoulder to about every sugges- 
tion made by the governor; made un- 
doubtedly in good faith and in most 
instances with wise fore thought and 
with an eye single to the public wel- 
fare. The course of the governor has 
not been remarkable or exceptional in 
the slightest degree. From time im- 
memorial the same course has been 
taken by the governors of Massachu- 
setts. The annual inaugural addresses 
of the executives have always included 
suggestions and recommendations to 
the legislature and in some instances 
' to the exclusion of any other matter. 
Why then this unusual demonstration 
over the suggestions and reconi men- 
| dal ions of Governor Bates? 

The causes are not far to seek. Not 
until Governor Crane took his pen to 
write his first message has a governor 
of the state disturbed the serenity of 
existing conditions. If there is any- 
thing that will disturb a man it is to 
be shaken when he is having a pleas- 
ant dream. Every suggestion made 
by Governor Bates has disturbed the 
sleepers. Just apply that proposition 
to the following list and see if it docs 
not fit: 

1. Requiring savings banks to 
place their deposits on interest month- 
ly. 

2. Take 50 per cent of the liquor 
license fees for the state treasury in- 
stead of 25 as at present. 

3. A direct tax on inheritances. 

4. A portion of the corporation tax 
for the state. 

I 5. Re-organization of the State 
Board of Agriculture. 

Everybody must admit that each of 
these propositions have two sides to 
them, with the preponderance of prob- 
ability decidedly with the sugges- 
tion. For example; why should not 
deposits in the savings banks go on 
interest monthly? To be sure it would 
necessitate a little more work but it 
is not evident to the passer by that 
the force in a savings bank is over 
worked. No one ever saw one of those 
institutions without a lounge and 
much-worn easy chairs. So on 
through the list, iu every case there 
is ground for the recommendation and 
yet the action of the legislature will 
hardly suggest the scripture where it 
says, “One will chase a thousand and 
two will put ten-thousand to llight.’’ 

About every governor since the 
reader can remember has favored 
women's suffrage and the measure has 
received respectable support in both 
house and senate each year, but this 
year when Governor Bates said a good 
word for the measure it was not even 
granted a decent debate. There has 
been no abler house of representative 
iu twenty-four years, and blit one as 
able, as the present, and yet, so far 
as it has acted upon the governor’s 
suggestions, the legislature of 1904 is 
j likely to develop a wider and more 
significant independence than has 
ever vet been known in this common- 
wealth. 

If the conduct of the legislature 
foreshadows future action in the state 
at large. Governor Bates is serving 
his lust term. 

While the committee on public 
' health was considering the cigarette 
i bill last week one of the young mem- 
bers of the house stood iu the doorway 
of the committee room smoking a cig- 
arette with the vacant stare that gen- 
erally possesses a cigarette smoker. 
As one of Hie speakers was telling how 
a cigarette smoker could generally 
be distinguished by the stain on his 
fingers and the glassy look iu his eye, 

I our young friend thrust his hand into 
I his pocket, closed his eyes ami turned 
| away with the remark; “Gad, I'm 
otic sure enough.' ' The absence of 
the usual throng at the hearing this 
year was remarked. Where were all 
those who have been so solicitous 
about boys and girls who are being 
ruined by cigarettes? Certainly the 
ruin is going on, never more marked 
than today and the legislature never 
had a committee more anxious to 
answer public demands for the sup- 


pression of the evil than the present 
committee, yet the room was not half 
tilled last week, ami half of those 
present were evidently indifferent 
about the matter. 

In support of the assertion made 
here a week or two ago that the com- 
mittees were making very slow pro- 
gress there this year, is a remark of 
a member of the ways ami means 
committee, that they had not done 
ten days work in the last five weeks. 
Of course this was because other com- 
mittees were sending the Ways and 
Means so little. Matters are being 
held back by those who have a grip 
on the machine and they arc being 
held back for machine purposes. The 
fact should be well remembered that 
there is a machine at the state house 
as well as in other localities, and that 
the belt can be thrown on or off at the 
pleasure of those who stand at the 
point of contact. The legislature will 
adjourn not earlier than June 20th as 
it now looks. 

An unprecedented action of a com- 
mittee occurred last week when the 
Committee on Counties presented a 
bill authorizing an expenditure of $750 
of the state funds to pay for the print- 
ing and distributing of a history of 
the officials of Middlesex Countv. 
Nobody ever heard that a private his- 
tory relating to a given locality has 
ever before been printed by the state. 
It certainly is establishing a very re- 
markable precedent and one likely to 
be taken advantage of for other local- 
ities; that is if the legislature en- 
dorses the action of the committee 
and the governor does not step in with 
| a veto. There is an opportunity for 
many a slip between many a commit- 
tee action and the governor’s pen. 

The order that Represetativc Ben- 
nett of Boston introduced in the house 
to the effect that the Committee on 
Rules consider the qualifications of T. 
F. Curley as a member of the house 
suggests that Curley has some dis- 
qualifications. Mr. Curley has sim- 
ply been convicted in United States 
Courts of violating a law of the 
United States, and is only out of jail 
and voting in the Massachusetts leg- 
islature because he has taken an ap- 
peal. It can not be denied that a con- 
vict is assisting in making laws in 
the Massachusetts legislature.

The railroad cotnnii ssion of this 
state is now engaged in considering 
two matters of great interest to this 
city, and incidentally to the entire 
commonwealth, as the decisions in 
both cases involve fundamental ques- 
tions which have now risen for the 
first time. 

Probably the matter in which the 
public is more deeply interested is the 
petition of the Newton and Boston 
St. Rwy. Co. to abolish free transfers 
on its road. Numerous hearings have 
been held, the position of the Com- 
pany maintained by able counsel, and 
the public have been represented by 
Village Improvement Societies and 
individuals. In brief, the Company 
contends that it has managed its line 
economically, has thoroughly recon- 
structed its road bed, but is annually 
creating a large deficit on account 
of the large percentage of its transfer 
business. The opposing lawyers have 
sought to discredit the financial state- 
ments of the Company, and to show 
that the road is not giving satisfac- 
tory service. The claims of the Com- 
pany are certainly supported by the 
figures presented and by the general 
street railway conditions throughout 
the state, but the railroad commission 
is causing the property of the Com- 
pany to be expertly appraised and its 
books to be audited. Their decision 
will be based therefore on absolute 
knowledge, and not on the hearsa y 
evidence which has been so widely- 
accepted by the public during the past 
few weeks. We cannot refrain from 
expressing regret that apparently sane 
and sound citizens have aided the 
circulation of stories regarding the 
business integrity of the street rail- 
way officials, which if it had been ap- 
plied to themselves would have aroused 
their deepest indign a tioti. The 
mere fact that business men engage 
in street railway matters does not 
necessarily make them thieves and 
liars, as the public has apparently 
come to believe, and they are certain- 
ly entitled to the same fair consider- 
ation as men engaged in other lines 
of business. Wc believe that Presi- 
dent Clafiiu and his associates are 
entirely within their rights in seek- 
ing to remedy a condition which 
prohibits them from earning a divi- 
dend. We believe that the Railroad 
commission will be upheld by the 
sound business men of this city if 
they can find some method of modify- 
ing the transfer system which will 
retain for the public as large a meas- 
ure of protection in the future and 
assist the"Compa»y in their present 
dilemma. This, we believe, will be 
reached if transfers are abolished be- 
tween the Newton and Boston Com- 
pany and the Waltham line, and re- 
tained on the Lower Palls line. 

The matter of abolishing the dan- 
gerous grade crossings on the South 
aide is also of moment to this city. 
Here we are antagonized, not as to 
method nor as to necessity, but simply 
as to the time when the work shall 
proceed. Other places have similar 
projects in view and the specious ar- 
gument is made that only one such 
problem can be worked at a time. 
Newton does not question the need of 
improvements in other localities, we 
have had too serious a situation here 
to tak<; any such position. But New- 
ton does claim that the present is a 
suitable time to inaugurate work in 
this city, simultaneously if need be, 
with that in other cities. Our neces- 
sities in i his respect are great and 
rapidly increasing.anU any decision to 
postpone the work here now will mean 
a delay for many years. The state's 
appropriation is ample, the plan of 
work is agreed upon, the engineering 
problems are comparatively simple, 
and the commissioner'. approval 
should be a matter of course.

UNITARIAN CLUB. 

The monthly meeting of the Unita- 
rian Club was held last week Thursday 
evening in the parlors of the Chan- 
ning church, Newton. Supper was 
served at 6.30 and at the business ses- 
sion it was voted to raise the dues to 
$5.00. A nominating committee, 
composed of Messrs George H. Ellis, 
H* E. Uothfckl and A. H. Leonard 
was appointed to bring in a list of 
officers at the next meeting to be 
elected to serve for the coming year. 
Mr, William G. Ward of Boston then 
made an address on “The Clash of 
Two Civilizatiuns-Russia and Japan. ” 
He gave interesting comparisons re- 
garding the people, the conditions of 
the two countries and the events 
which led up to the present war. He 
stated that the Japanese were a noble, 
courageous, kindly people whose 
strength lay iu their advanced educa- 
tional system, their, patriotism and 
their progress! veuess. The Russian 
people are under the yoke of a des- 
potic government and are compelled 
to tight under wretched conditions and 
against their will as they are nat- 
urally peace loving, mild and devoutly 
religious. Mr. Ward stated that as 
long as Japan controls the river 
boundary on the north and the su- 
premacy at sea she can hold Korea 


but that it will be a difficult lnsk to 
dislodge Russia from China which she 
already occupies in the northern por- 
tion to the Great Wall. 

Death ol Well Known Business woman. 

With the passing of Mrs. George F. 
Harrington whose death took place re- 
cently at the home of her daughter 
Mrs. George M. Warren in Newton, 
Boston loses one of its best known 
and most respected business women 
of the last half century. 

The famous coffee house in School 
street over whose destinies she pre- 
sided for so many years has a history 
that is unique, and no restaurant now 
in Boston fills the peculiar nich it oc- 
cupied. 

Here governors, literateurs and 
m*n of mark in many linej were 
accustomed to hobnob at her tables 
and partake of a cup of the famous 
coflee and pumpkin pie in the dim, 
gas-lit recesses of the historic res- 
taurant. It was to this place that 
Emerson resorted for much of the 
plain living that accompanied his 
high thinking; in war time, Gov. 
Andrew when fatigued with the cares 
that rested upon him was wont to 
drop into Mrs. Harrington’s and im- 
bibe a cup of her fragrant coffee. 
Across the table frequently might be 
seen Ben Perley Poore enlivening 
those about him with one ot his in- 
imitable stories. 

In a corner might be seen a man of 
slight frame, broad intellectual fore- 
head and wonderfully large lustrous 
eyes. James T. Fields, it may be, 
would drop in for a moment from the 
Old Corner Bookstore, just below, and 
the two would chat quietly together 
over their cups ofj Mocha or Java. 
Everybody knew Fields, and many 
also knew his quiet companion as E. 
P. Whipple. 

Nor was Gov. Andrew the only oc- 
cupant of the gubernatorial chair who 
has often been seated at her tables, 
Gov. BoUtwell, Gov. Banks, Gov. 
Gaston, Gov. Rice and Gov. Butler 
were all more or less regular habitues 
of the old coffee house; and in his 
day Vice-Pres. Henry Wilson when 
in Boston always made it a point to 
call and get a cup of the steaming 
beverage. Rufus Choate was a reg- 
ular visitor-; so was Judge Woodbury, 
O. W. Holmes, Bonth and many other 
names known to fame. , 

Mrs. Harrington was a native of 
Maine and came to Boston in 1848; 
the first restaurant was established 
in Avon street a few steps from 
Washington street, the three or four 
marble topped tables being set with 
knives and forks of solid silver. The 
business was afterwards removed to 
School street, occupying the site 
where formerly stood the Cromwell’s 
Head Tavern dating back to 1751. 
Here George Washington lodged in 
1756 when on a mission to Gov. 
Shirley. 

The historic lunch room ceased to 
exist about 15 years ago when the 
dingy old building was demolished to 
give place to more modern buildings. 
And now the genial, kind-hearted 
woman whose liberality fed the su ffer- 
ing Boston firemen night aud day 
during the big fire of ’72 has passed 
to her reward.
